Following are excerpts from the 
la Follette committee’s report 
made in Culifornia and submitted 
to the United States senate: 

The committee initi- 
ated an inquiry in Cali- 
fornia in October of 
1938 in response to nu- 
merous and apparently 
well-substantiated com- 
plaints of violations of 
the rights described in 

— its resolution, and on the 
basis of evidence previously ac- 
quired through the investigation of 
certain detective agencies and 
other organizations of national 
scope tending to show the exist- 
ence of oppressive labor practices 
and undue interference with the 
rights of labor in California. An 
investigation on the west coast also 
provided proper geographical bal- 
ance for the work of the commit- 
tee. This early investigation in 
California during 1938 was term- 
inated before public hearings could 
be held, because of the exhaustion 
of available funds. 


The Famous Industrial 


Association of S. F.— 

In the field of labor relations in 
industry the committee examined 
the principal employers’ associa- 
tions in San Francisco and Los 
Angeles. Subpenaed documents and 
testimony concerning the Indus- 
trial Association of San Francisco, 
the Committee of 43, the San 
Francisco employers’ council, the 
Waterfront Employers’ Association 
of the Pacific coast, told the story 
attitude of San 
Francisco employers’ groups to- 
ward collective bargaining on the 
waterfront and in the industries of 
the city over the period of the 
last 5 to 7 years. 

The outright belligerency of the 
industrial association, poorly con- 
cealed behind protestations of pub- 
lic interest, and involving the pro- 
fessed use of an extensive indus- 
trial espionage system and strike- 
breaking services in the twenties 
and early thirties, gave way under 
the increasing pressure of trade 
union organization and public sym- 
pathy for collective bargaining to 
the less outspoken and more civil- 
ized attitudes of the much publi- 
cized Committee of 43. This, in its 
turn, was replaced by the now fa- 
mous San Francisco employers’ 
council, an organization more real- 
istically designed and launched, 
with the professed objective of 
giving expert advice and _ the 
massed support of all employers 
to any employer group engaged in 
collective bargaining. .

the Associated Farmers of Cali- 
fronia, Inc. The circumstances sur- 
rounding these contributions and 
their implications with respect to 
labor policies in agriculture inevit- 
ably pecame one of the most im- 
portant aspects of the inquiry. 


“Open Shop” Los Angeles— 
The industrial phase of the 
Los Angeles inquiry began with 
the Los Angeles chamber of 
commerce, the most inclusive 
and powerful employers’ or- 
ganization in the city and the 
dominant influence in perpetu- 
ating and enforcing an un- 
changing “open shop” policy in 
the southern California area. 
An even more intensive exam- 
ination of the Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ Association of 
Los Angeles traced in great de- 
tall its far-reaching antiunion 
activities, its use of strike 
breaking services, its connec- 
tion with the industrial detec- 
tive agencies, and its general 
position as the “fighting tool” 
of the Los Angeles chamber of 
commerce. Subsidiary to and 
dominated by the merchants 
and manufacturers’ association 
were a host of smaller organi- 
zations embracing employers in 
given industries or trades, de- 
signed to establish a united 
front against unionization in 
the component spheres of busi- 
ness life in southern California. 


Associated Farmers— 

The committee began the third 
phase of its inquiry with that or- 
ganization which the senate had 
specifically pointed out as the sub- 
ject of investigation and hearings. 
The Associated Farmers of Cali- 
fornia, Inc. proved to be a non- 
profit corporation, without mem- 
bership, centrally located in San 
Francisco and responsible for cre- 
ating and directing the affairs of 
local county organizations or units, 
also bearing the name, associated 
farmers, in which agricultural em- 
ployers were customarily enrolled 
as members. There were in ali 42 
such county units, many of which 
the committee subpenaed and ex- 
amined, giving particular attention 
to the largest and most powerful 
of them, in the counties of Contra 
Costa, Sutter, Yolo, Yuba, Los An- 
geles, Stanislaus, Orange, Imperial, 
San Joaquin, Fresno, Madera, Tu- 
lare, Kings, Kern, Merced and 
Monterey. The Associated Farm- 
ers of California, Inc., was associ- 
ated with the associated farmers of 
the Pacific coast. 


Behind the associated farmers, 
for example, were the influence, 
money, and membership of the 


Western Growers’ Protective asso- 
ciation, an inclusive and powerful 
association of vegetable and melon 


producers, the Grower - Shipper 
Vegetable association of Central 
California, with headquarters at 


Salinas in the heart of the lettuce 
district, the California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange, a central or- 
ganization of citrus cooperatives 
and packing houses, and its consti- 
tuent citrus exchanges, the Cali-

Court Divided 


In a 5 to 4 decision, the United | 
States supreme court held that 
under the particular circumstances 
the Texas court might uphold the| 
Texas law prohibiting picketing ex- 
cept in the vicinity of the place of 
the actual dispute. This case is an 
excellent illustration of the fact 
that the law in regard to peaceful 


| picketing is still unsettled, not as 


to the general constitutional right, 
but is to manner in which particu- 
lar regulations of the right may be 
enforced by the courts of the sepa-| 
rate states. 

While this decision by five jus-| 
tices of the supreme court against 
four is a pronouncement by the 
court itself and therefore lays down | 
the law which we must all obey, 
still the rule laid down in any de-| 
cision by so close a margin may 
very probably be modified in a 
subsequent case, or varied to oem

extent, if not actually reversed. 

It must not be forgotten, how- 
ever, that by no stretch 
imagination can this decision be 
considered to have any effect what- 
soever on the right to picket or} 
the secondary boycott. Its sole con- 
cern is the manner in which the} 
exercise of these rights may be 
regulated by the individual states.

pay, the union shop and the right 
to strike. But, he said, President |

tor Nelson and heads of the army 
and navy “agree unanimously”

would not add “a single hour of 
labor to war production; that over-/} 
time pay is necessary to meet the 
higher costs and provide an in- 
centive to greater production; and 
that labor’s voluntary surrender 
of the right to strike for the dura- 
tion of the war is far more effec- 
tive than any compulsory law could 
be.” 

“Labor wants the mills and 
factories going 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. Labor 
warns those ‘business as usual’ 
advocates that labor is going to 
place a sticker on every idle 
machine in this nation — a 
sticker that reads: This idle 
machine is helping Hitler.”

Do 
they want us to believe that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Mr. Nelson are 
not being honest with the Amer- 
ican people? Do they want con- 
gress and the American people to 
judge between the wisdom of their 
policies and President Roosevelt's? 

“If so, we are confident of 
what that judgment will be. 

“I charge that the sponsors 
and supporters of this bill are 
now waging an undeclared war 
against President Roosevelt 
and against the workers of 
America who believe in the 
policies of his administration.” 
Both Mr. Green and Mr, Frey 

|submitted factual proof that the 
40-hour week no longer exists ex- 
as an overtime standard in 
war industries. Hours of individual 
labor range from 48 to 60 a week 
in these industries, while plants 


| operate much longer hours by em-

Mr. Green cited official figures 
showing that labor’s strike record 
in America since Pearl harbor is 
twice as good as Great Britain's 
since Dunkirk. Members of the 
house naval affairs committee sat 
up and took notice of these facta. 

After giving an eloquent account 
of labor’s contribution toward 
strengthening America’s war pro-~ 
|}gram, Mr. Green concluded 

“Our men and women are on 
the job. They are doing the 
work that must be done for 
victory. They are setting pro- 
duction records. They are beat- 
ing schedules every day. They 
are proving themselves real 
soldiers of production on the 
home front, 

“I ask congress not to slap 
America’s loyal workers in the 
face by approving this bill I 
ask congress to give American 
labor new heart and new cour- 
age for the tasks aliead by de- 
feating this dangerous mea- 


sure.”

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ANTI-LABOR LEGISLATION DENOUNCED 


Following are excerpts from the address of the teamsters’ chief 
over the National Broadcasting system: 


by DANIEL J. TOBIN, President, 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters 


At this particular time when there should be complete understand- 
ing and harmony and not hatred and enmity, we find a campaign 
being carried on of the most bitter and vicious nature against the 
trade union movement. 

It has been repeated and magnified a thousand times over by 
public speakers and others that “we cannot win the war on the 
40-hour week.” The 40-hour week bogeyman is willful deception 
because there isn’t a working man in our country who hasn't the 
privilege of working far in excess of 40 hours a week. 

All they ask is, when ‘they finish their 40 hours of speed-up em- 
ployment that you pay them a little more for the extra hours, That’s 
them to work over 40 


the issue. A few dollars more if you require 
hours 

The next issue is, why not keep the machinery of the nation going 
all the time, so that there will be no let-up and so that we can pro- 


duce more machinery, guns, ammunition, etc.? Labor has not said 


it would not agree to that. 
We now repeat — we are willing to work around the 
three shifts of men, if necessary.

But management does not desire that system at this time, for 
some unexplained reasons. Some captains of industry say that ma- 
chinery will not stand it; others say there is no need for working 


the 24 hours; others say they cannot immediately, in certain employ- 
ments, procure sufficient materials, because of shortages 

Now what has labor done since our country was forced into this 
world struggle in defense of its liberty? The first thing labor did 
was to meet with business and government in the federal reserve 
building in Washington, and devise a plan whereby there would be 
no stoppages of work and whereby employers and labor would sub- 
mit their troubles—if they failed to agree —to an unprejudiced 
arbitration tribunal and abide by its decision 

Labor has solemnly pledged itself that during the war they would 
give up their only weapon, the only economic strength they have, 
the right to stop work collectively, in all defense employments. 


Labor could have gone no further. Since that time we find that 
employers in many instances have taunted our people and defied 
them to go on strike, stating plainly that we had pledged ourselves 
not to strike. I have had instances where the honest wages earned 
by our people were not being paid and the employer refused to pay 
them, and defied the men to stop work. 

Washington lawmakers should remember that legislation will not 
prevent strikes; it will goad men on to.an abhorrence and detesta- 
tion of law and seriously to question the sincerity of the lawmakers. 

Why legislation now against strikes when there are practically 
no strikes in defense industries? Laws must be just to be capable 
of enforcement. You cannot chain free men to the mast or strap 
them to the machines 

It is my judgment that if there is any legislation enacetd by con- 
gress unnecessarily to deprive labor of any of the benefits it has 
obtained over the years, it is the surest way to destroy the harmony 
and the efficiency now rendered the nation by the workers, 

Therefore, in the interests of freedom and of our country, I ask 
congress to refuse to be led by the few who point out dangers that 
do not exist in order to destroy the organizations of the toilers.
